On the ground that women vote and 
that such votes should be held illegal, 
the wets in petitions filed with County 
-v^;? Persons are contesting the re- 
cent local option election in three town- 
ships in Lake county. These are Lib- 
«rt>viUei Lake Villa and Vernon. 

The principal arguments Jn the pe- 
titions are as follows: ^ -^ 

First—Women were allowed to vote 
and the supreme court has not vet 
handed down a ruling on woman suf- 
frage. 

Second— The original petitions are 
•insufllcient because tJiey did not confer 
jurisdiction to grant licenses. 

The three townships went dry by the 
following majorities. 

Libertyville-114 votes, Lake Viila-13 
votes, Vernon-U votes. 

Attorney E. V. Orvis represents the 
three townships and filed the petitions. 

**We will show that illegal votes 
were cast," he said. "We will be able 
to show also that ballots were exposed. 
and that in some instances two people 
voted in one boQth _o.t the same t ime. 
In'at least t\v^^'^ "T ""-- '^^^ 
_^ ' three instances we 

"Win be a'G^e to sTipw that minor women 
were allow'ed to vote. In an equal num- 
ber of instances we will be prepared to 
show that people who lived outside the 
township voted. 

"The weU feel that they are entitled 
to file contests because in each of these 
instances a majority of men voted wet 
and the election was carried for the 
drys by the women. Tho matter of 
women suffrage has not yet been decid- 
ed by the supreme court. This deci- 
sion may be banded down within a few 
days or it may go over to the June 
term. There is no question in my mind 
but that the law will be declared un- 
constitutional. To be within our rights 
however wo have to file the contests 
right away. 

"Just what diapoaltion will be made 
of these petitions by the county court 
1 do not know but.I have an idea thai 
a decision will not be rendered until 
after the supreme court hands down a 
decision with regard to woman suffrage. 
If he so desires he may set the hearing 
for any time after fifteen days. His 
action in such a case would depend up- 
on the instances of fraud that we were 
able to show. If we could show suffic- 
ient fraudulent voting he would be jus- 
tified in ordering a recount or in declar- 
ing the election lost by the drys." 

The drys are not at all worried oyer 
the outcome of these contests that 
have been Hied. They declare that the 
elections were conducted according to 
law and that the wets will not be able 
to prove to the contrary. They aay 
they will fight the matter to'the last 
ditch. , , 

If a decision on the contests is not 
made at this time the towns will go dry 
in accordance with the vote.' Then in 
case the, supreme court declares tho 
woman suffrage law inyaJld or In case 
sufiicient fraud were shown to dhange 
. the outcome the townships would once 
more become wet territory. 
; Later— Judge Persona has set May 1, 
as tho time for the return of the papers 
in the contests of the dry victory in 
Libertyville, Lake Villa and Vernon 
townships. The cases may not goto 
trial on that dato but the papers must 
bo returned.

MAD DOG 

RUNS AMUCK IN 

BRISTOL 

The town of Bristol was In the throes 
of a mad dog scare and un Friday the 
nine year old daughter of Ole Nelson, 
one of the best known farmers of the 
town, was taken to the Pasteur Insti- 
tute in Chicago for treatment to guard 
against possible development of hydro- 
phobia. The little girl was bitten by 
a tramp dog which ran the length of 
the town before it was killed. When 
the dog was killed. Its head was sent to 
Madison and an examination showed 
that the dog was suffering from rabies. 
Theiittle Nelson girl and her broth- 
er, seven years of age, had gone out 
hunting for eggs. One of the neats 
was under a bridge in the barn lot and 
when the little girl went under the 
bridge she found the dog there, the 
dog attacked her, he bit her In the face 
tearing a hole In each of her cheeks 
and lacerating her nose. The* cries of* 
the little girl attracted the attention 
of her little brother who was a short 
distance away and he went to her aid 
fightmg the dog away from her. The 
little fellow kicked the dog In the face 
and the dog appeared to be so frighten- 
ed that he ran away without bitting- the 
boy. Farmers took up the chase after 
the dog and finally managed to kill him. 
Before the dog waa killed it is claim- 
ed that he bit a number of other doga 
in the neighborhood. Some of these 
does were killed and others have been 
tied up pending developments. It is 
claimed that tht dog was seen on at 
least a dozen farms in the town before 
the little Nelson child was bitten and 
it is feared that many dogs were at- 
tacked by it. Six dogs have been kill- 
ed. On the farm of' Frank R. Shuart 
a member of the county board, two 
dogs were bitten by the mad dog.

Geo. Bull, a teamster, who furnished 
the searchers with the most positive 
clew Immediately after the disappear* 
ance was made known, has amplified 
his first statements and it Is his latest 
account which causes the police to be- 
lieve Mrs.Hemmen'a body will be fonnd 
in the Dead river. 

George Bull tells police of following? 
woman now believed to be Mrs. Hem- 
men all the way to Dead river, where 
he saw her pace up and down the river 
bank. Footprints of a woman on the 
bank bear out this story. 

Bands of searchers led by John Hera- 
men,. -scour every Inch of the fiats, 
making it practically impossible for 
thebody of the missing- woman to be 
hidden any place there.

States, President Wilson pereoaally 
appealed to a joint session of con- 
gress for permission to compel proper 
recognition of tho supremacy of tho 
stars and stripes. 

Text of President's Message. 
President Wilson in his message to 
congress, said: 

"Gentlemen of tho congress: U la 
my duty to call your attention to a 
situation which has arisen In our deal- 
ings with Gen.. Vlctorlano lluerta 
at Mexico City, which calls for action, 
and to ask your advice and co-opora- 
tlon in acting upon It On the 9th 
of April, a paymaster of tho United 
States BleamahIp Dolphin landed at 
tho Uurblde bridge landing at Tam- 
plco with a whaleboat and boats' 
crew to tako oft certain supplies 
needed by this ship, and while en- 
jaged in loading the boat wa* arrested 
r-- rtfllcer and squad of men of the 
°y ^*?3oneral Huerta. Neither tho

Men Are Later Released. 
"Tho ofllcor who made the arrest 
was proceeding up one of tho streets 
of tho town with his prisoners when 
met by an ofllcer ot higher authority, 
who ordered him to return to tho 
landing and await orders: and within 
an hour and a half from the time ot 
the arrest, orders were received from 
the commander of the Huertlsts forces 
ut Tampico for the release of the pay- 
master and his men. The release was 
followed by apologies from the com- 
mander and later by an expression of 
regret by General Huerta himself. 
General Huerta urged that martial 
law obtained at tho time at Tampico; 
that orders had been issued that no 
one should bo allowed to land at the 
Uurblde bridge and that our sailors 
had no right to land there. 

"Our naval commander at that port 
had not been notified of any such pro- 
hibition; and oven if they had been 
the only Justifiable course open to the 
local authorities would have been to 
request tho paymaster and his crew 
to withdraw and to lodgo a protest 
wU'ii tho commanding ofllcer of the 

fleet. 

Demands Salute of U. S. Flag. 

"Admiral Mayo regarded tho arrest 
aa so eerlous an aftront that he was 
not satlBfled with tho apologies of- 
fered, but demanded that the flag ot 
the United States be saluted with 
special ceremony by the military com- 
mander of tho port 

"The incident cannot bo regarded 
as a trivial ono, especially as two 
men of tho men arrested were taken 
from the boat Itself— that is to say, 
from the territory of the United 
States; but had It stood by Itself It 
might have boon attributed to the 
Ignorance or arrogance of a single 

ofllcor. 

"Unfortunately, It was not an iso- 
lated case. A series of Incidents have 
recently occurred which cannot but 
create tho impression that the repro- 
sentntlvea of General Huerta were 
willing to go out of their way to show 
disregard for tho dignity and rights 
of this government and felt perfectly 
safe in doing what they pleased

U. 3. SInoled Out for Inault 
"Subsequent explnnntlonfl nnil formal 
apologies did not and could not alter 
tho popular Impression, which. It Is 
possible, It had boon the object of the 
lUiertiata authorities to create, that 
tho government of tho United States 
was helng singled out and might be 
singled out with Impunity, for slights 
and affronts In retaliation for Its re- 
fusal to recognize tho proteuBlons of 
General Huerta to be regarded an the 
constitutional provisional president of 
tho republic of Mexico. 

"Tho manifest danger of such a sit- 
uation was that such offen.ies miRhl 
grow from bad to worse until some- 
thing happened of so gross and Intol- 
eniblo a Hort as to lead directly and 
Inevitably to armed conlUct It was 
necessary that the apologies ot Gen- 
oral Huerta and the representatives 
should go much further, that they 
should bo such as to attract tho atten- 
tion ot tho whole population to their 
filgnlticanco and such as to Impress 
upon General Huerta himself tho ne- 
cessity ot seeing to it that no further 
occasion for explanations and pro- 
fessed regrets should arise. 

"I, therefore, felt It my duty to sus 
tain Admiral Mayo, and the whole of 
his demand and to Insist that the flag 
of tho United States should be saluted 
in such a way as to Indicate a new 
spirit and attitude on the part of the 
Huertlstas. 

"Such a salute General Huerta has 
refusedf and 1 havo come to ask your 
approval and support in the course I 
now propose to pursue. 

"This government can, I earnestly 
hope, in no circumstances be forced 
Into war with the people ot Mexico. 
Mexico is torn by civil strife. If wo 
are to accept the tests of Its own con- 
stitution It has "no government Gen- 
eral Huerta has set his power up In 
-the City of Mexico, such as It Is. 
without right and by methods for 
which there can be no Justification. 
Only part ot tho country is under his 
control. It armed conllict should un- 
happily come as a result of his "atti- 
tude of personal resentment we should 
be lighting only Genenil Huerta and 
those who adhere to him and glvo 
him their support, and our object 
would be only to restore to the people 
ot tho distracted republic the oppor- 
tunity to set up again their own laws 
and their own government 

Hopes War Is Not In Question. 
"But I earnestly hope that war Is 
not In question. I believe that I speak 
for the American people when I say 
that wo do not desire to control In any 
degree the affairs ot our sister repub- 
lic. Our feeling for the people of 
Mexico Is one of deep and genuine 
friendship, and everything tha

\ Regulations and Illiteracy 
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DtatPs In the Union aro etlU without corn- 
laws and four, others havo laws that apply 
only partially, dcHnlto progress during 
tho past docario Is reported In n bul- 
letin Just Issued by tho United Slates 
bureau of education. Slnco 1905 eight 
states previously without compulsory 
.aws havo adopted them, and It la 
thought to bo a matter of, only a fow 
years when compulsory scho(A attend- 
ance will bo in effect In every stuto 
nnd territory of tho United States. 

Tho six Btatos allll without compul- 
sory school laws aro: South Carolina. 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mlaslaslppl 
and Texas. Tho four local-option states, where tho law la In effoctju^cor- 
tain counties only, aro Maryland, Virginia. Arkansao and Louisiana. 

Tho bureau's Invcntlgatlon of tho subject reveals a close connection be- 
tween lack of compulsory attendance laws and Illiteracy. . Tho states rank 
In percentage of llllleracy very much in accordance with tho length or time 
compulsory schooling has boon In effect and the complctcnesa with which 
It la enforced. 

Tho Btatca vary widely In number of years and amount of altondanco 
required each year. Tho period of compulsory attendance Is from eight to 
twelve In North Corollna nnd Virginia. In most states It la eight to fourteen 
or ilftoen. Tho pros.mt tendency is to raise tho upper limit of compulsion. 
In 17 states tho compulsory agollmlt la sixteen years or above; In Idaiio it 
Is eighteen. As a general rulo. however, children in all Uioso statca aro 
allowed to leave school at fourteen years of age If they secure employment or 
have completed the eighth grade In school. Tliero Is a constantly Incroas ng 
effort to aafeguard tho child between fourteen and sixteen years of ngo tno 
period or apeclol Imporlanco for tho vocational preparation of most cblldrcn. 
Aa llttlo as 12 wceka of school attendance during any one year may bo 
required In Virginia, Oklahoma, Delaware and Nebraaka, whllo In Vermont 
nnd other atatea there must bo 150 or more days of actual school atlcndanco 
every year. Many atatea require attendance "during the full time school 
in acsslon," which may mean anything from 41 to 194 days. Some atatea 
secure attendance during long terms by conditioning atato npproprlatlona 
upon the number of days of actual school attendance. 

Some Visitors Uncle Sam Does Not Want 

THE recent seizure by the New York customs authorities of the village of 
meadow ants which Mrs. C. W. Morse wished lo bring with her from 
Europo la only nn episode In tho per- 
petual war waged against undcslrablo 
immigrants, human, animal and veget- 
able. Mrs. Morso's village, like the 
one which reached Philadelphia about 
a fortnight before, was probably a by- 
product of the Increased Interest In 
nature study, but tho United. States 
govomment not only discourages such 
aids to amateur research but absolute- 
ly prohibits them. By a law passed 
In 1905 tho Importation of living In- 
sects into this country Is forbidden 

and there are other laws which regulate so strictly the importation of larger 
animals that In many cases no discretion Is loft to the authorities.

For 
this purpoQo tho ocean patrol 
haa como Into being. On tho 
waste of watera thcro la every danger 
which taxea tho beat of human aklll, 
foresight and carofulneas to combat 
it. At a certain period of tho year 
thlB danger of tho deep Incrcoaes and. 
therefore, emphatic meaaurea havo 
been taken to cscapo it. ThIa moat 
dangeroua time of tlio year la that In 
which tho Icebergs occur, when great 
maasea break away from tho parent 
glaclera In tho north to float down In 
Hhelr frozon might Into tho lanoa of 
travel traversed by the ateamahlpa 
plying between European and Ameri- 
can porta. Thia period of utmost dan* 
ger laata from tho beginning of March 
to tho laat of July. In aome yeara the 
Ico drift begins as earjy as Fcbruaryj 
and by March some of the bergs are 
so far south as to get In tho way of 
the northerly course ot vessels enter- 
ing Canadian and New England ports, 
says a writer In tho Christian Herald. 
As the season advances tho floating 
maasea get In the main track of the 
big liners, and It la then that the 
greatest danger Is to be apprehended. 
To avoid them as much as possible 
tho principal companies engaged In 
north Atlantic tranaportntlon between 
tho porta of Now York, Boston, Fast- 
net and Uishop's Rock direct their 
captains to take the moat aoutherly 
courao conalatent with tho time al- 
lowed for tho voyage, from tho begin- 
ning of February to the end of Auguat, 
but oven this docs not prccludo the 
posalblllty of coming In contact with 
the Ico mountains that nt any moment 
may loom up on tho horizon In the 
^^_^^^^^^^^^e_ V e asol . 

Region of Dange 
This B^utherly course, aa l^t la 
termed, which Is pursued during the 
spring and aummer months, takes tho 
vessel across the flftleth degree of 
longltudo (tho region of danger) In lat- 
itude 41 degrees 30 minutes ob tho 
west-bound pasaago and in latitude 40 
degrees 30 mlnutea on tho east-bound 
pnasage. Yot Icebergs of Immense 
alzo are frequently encountered on 
this track. Tho Ill-fated Titanic was 
on the southerly course when she 
Btruck tho berg that aent her to the 
battora of tho Atlantic. Many a state- 
ly bark^hlch left tho home port In 
high hope haa come to grief In this 
dreaded section of tho north Atlantic. 
Tho Icebergs float down on tho Labra- 
dor current and skirt Newfoundland, 
bearing south until thoy enter tho 
warm watera of tho gulf stream, 
where thoy gradually dlaappear. What 
adda to tho great danger of theae 
frozen dreadnoughts Is the fog In 
which they aro often enveloped when 
oir tho Grand Banks. Though tho 
sharpest lookout inay be kept, it 
sometimes happens that bergs ahead 
may not bo sighted until too late for 
tho veasel to voer her courao. , 

It was the appalling catastrophe of 
tho Titanic that woke tho nations to 
the fact that no ship, however stanch, 
la Immune from accident, and that the 
problem of .elemental danger atiU re- 
mained unsolved. The Titanic was 
thought to be practically unslnkable. 
Proudly she steamed along on her 
maiden trip, defying wlnda and 
waves, a floating palaco full of lUo 
and light, when, lo! out of the dark- 
nosa of night came tho grim sea mon- 
etor which sent her to her doom. The 
nowB of her fate shocked tlio civilized 
world. Tho boaated aclonco and aklll 
of man were hafflod, beaten, aunk be- 
neath tho wavoa by tho might of tho 
ico king. 

^ Navy Takes a Hand. 
Then It waa that thought waa taken, 
not how to overcome, hut how to avoid 
hla Irroalatlblo power In the future. 
Our navy department, in the intereat 
of life and proporty at aea, set aalde 
two crulaors for patrol duty; that Is. 
to Bcour tho ateamship track for ice- 
bergs and gtvo warning of their loca- 
tion and approach'. 

This year precautions havo been ta- 
ken earllor In the aoason than usual 
to aafeguard transatlantic travel. The 
Seneca haa been dispatched to the Ico- 
^fiolds. Tho cutter left Tompkinsvllle. 
Slaten Island. New York, on February 
15 for her Ave months' cruise. The 
experienced Captain Johnston Is In 
command. Tho Seneca Is tho only 
veasol that has been detailed for the 
aorvico this year, but when tho Ico 
has moved soutliward so as to mako 
ft constant patrol necessary, an addi- 
tional vessel will bo sent out for the 
purpose, probably tho Miami, 

There has been a report that some 
Qf tho big compuuioB wero to put on 
patrol boats of their own to supplo- 



ment the government Bervlco, but as 
yet none of them has taken the Initlar 
live, although some of them havo 
adopted the schemo of motor-boat 
scouts to circumvent Ice perils In the 
north Atlantic. The now Allan liners 
Alsatian and Calgarlun aro the flrst 
vessels to be equipped In this way. 
On their next voyage each will carry 
two motor boats fitted with SOhorse- 
power motors, und with wireless appa- 
ratus for algnallng. During foggy 
weather those ice scouts will l.o sent 
ahead to report danger. It is o Jd that 
the Cunard company has also ar- 
ranged for motor-boat scouts and that 
tho new Aqultania will carry four of 
such craft to glvo warning of danger. 
Tho recent international conference 
for safety at sea had under consider- 
ation tho whole subject of sea patrols.

Tho duration of the light varleo 
according to tho atate of tho atmos- 
phere and tho aort of flowers that are 
under ohaervatlon. 

A daughter of LInnaeua is credited 
with having been the first, as long ago 
as 1762, to havo observed these lumi- 
nous emanations. While seated alone 
in her fatlier's garden on n fine, warm 
aummer night, her attention was at- 
tracted to a cluster of tho common 
naturtiums, whoso flowers shone with 
Iridescent lustre amid tho surround- 
ing gloom. Captivated by the charm- 
ing novelty of tho apectacle ahe re- 
peated her nocturnal visit to the flow- 
era a number ot times, and never onco 
failed to witness the gleam of tho 
naaturtiuma. 

Numerous other flowers, many of 
which can be found in our gardens, 
aro dlacovered to ho self-luminous 
after exposure to the strong, suatained 
light of tho summer aun; for not only 
do groups of nasturtluma exhibit the 
phenomenon, but the corolla off the 
common auuflower, the . dahlia, tho 
tuberose, the yellow lily and Indeed a 
number of blossoma not named here.

Gray— Mix gray In turpentine, allow- 
ing ono ounce of liquid japan drier to 
one pint of stain. Apply with a brush, 
and In five minutes wlpo over with a 
soft cloth, ny adding a little terra 
verte to this formula you will have 
green; or by adding a very little white 
lead you wUl have silver gray, 

Violet Stain — One ounce of cudbear, 
one and a half ouncea of carbonate of 
potassium, ono pint of hot water. Ap- 
ply with u apongo saturated at one end 
with tho color. 

White Enamel — One pound of white 
zinc, one pound of white lead and var- 
nish. Add the vanilsh to tho zlno 
and lead until It Is tho consistency of 
zinc, or thin cream. 

Ebony Palut— DIsaolvo dry lamp- 
black la turpoutlne. Use one ounce of 
Japan drier to a quart of paint. 

French PolIaU — Shellac, throe 
ounces; benzoin, threo ounces; boiled 
linseed oil one ajid a quarter ouucost 
methylated aplrlts, two pints, Dla* 
solve and filter.

Fuel Should Be Thoroughly Damp- 
ened to Secure Extreme Value of 
Product for Heating. 

Dry coal does not produce as much 
heat as coal that Is considerably 
damp. It la, of course, a fact that a 
greater heat makes tho fuel more 
valuable, and It Is essential to know 
how to secure the most from ordinary 
fuel. 

Coal that Is to be burned In a fur- 
nace, a stove or a grate for Immediate 
heat will produce nearly one-fourth 
moro heat when wet than when dry. 

Coal that Is to be placed In a atove 
or furnace to be closed up so as to 
produce a lonR-continued. moderate 
heat will produce a little more than 
one-third more heat If there Ih plenty 
of moisture than can be. secured If tho 
coal Ib real dry. 

hnr^e lumps of coal can be soaked 
In a pall of water for a half hour, and 
the^heat will be Increased nearly one- 
half. This Is done In coses where tho 
lumps are used In stoves tightly 
closed, such as those known as air- 
tight furnaces. 

Several palls of water thrown over 
a ton of coal will Increase Its value 
greatly to the consumer. 

Coal will burn briskly In wet and 
almost airless' mines, and It Is said 
the heat Is Intense. 

When there Is a fire and the coal 
pile burns, It Is dlHlcult to drown that 
portion of the fire with water. 

M'o might as well secure a little of 
the heat stored In burning water aa to 
permit It all to go unused.
